CHASING THE REBELS
General Otis Reports Recent Move-

ments of Troops.

HOSPITABLY TREATED BY NATIVES

Fortitude, Endurance and Cheer-
fulness of Soldiers.

YOUNG NEAR WHEATON

Early this morning Adjutant GeneralCor-
bin received the following dispatch from
Gen. Otis regarding military operations it
the Philippines:

"MANILA, November 18, 1S1ii.
Adjutant Gei.eral, Washington: General

MacArthur ent:ered Gerona yesterday and
pushed his advance to Paniqui. a few mil.s
beyond. The inhabitants remained in the
houses, receiving the traops hospitably, the
first instanice duririg the entire advance
from San Fernando. The railroad is intact
from washout north from Tarlac to Pani-
qui, but the engines and cars were partially
destroyed by insurgents on retreating. Suf-
ficient rolling stock can be repaired to in-
sure railroad service.
"Nothing from General Lawton, as the

telegraph line is only working to San Jose,
south of Carrang:an and thirty-li e miles
east of Tayug. Uits cavalry was reported
yesterday at Bayambong, the railroad sta-
tion south of Dagupmn.
"Reitforcements and supulies l-eave here

for San Fabian, Wheaton's hea.tquarte-rs.tonight. The indications are fhat thi- in-
surgent troops are widely 'cattered; some
retreating into the west'irn Luz-n proince
of Sanileles. 'O lS.
A few hours later the following nessage

was recelived from Gen. Otis. giving addi-
taonab particulars of tit- advance move-
mnent:

Object of Movements Not Clear.
The two dispatches from Gen Otis today

indicate that the officers who are in the
field in Luzon are prosecuting the war vig-
orously and taking advantage of favorable
weather to move rapidly in the enemy's
country. The precise object of the recent
movements chronicled In the dispatches is
not entirely clear, unless it is to occupy the
different cities and drive the insurgents
away. It would seem that any hope that
Otis may have entertained of surrounding
a large body of insurgents must have been
abandoned. as lie reports the insurgents as
scattered with only indefinite information
as to where they have gone. If it is true
that some of them have gone into the
western province of Sambelcs (Zambales on
the map) they may yet be captured. as the
complete occupation of the country between
Manila and Dagupen would prevent their
escape. The two dispatches conflict in
some particulars, the one received tirst re-
porting Lawton's cavalry at Bayambong.
on the railroad, and the other at pointsfurther northeast. It is possible that he
has occupied the country along the Agno
river, in which ease his troops could be
strung out from Ravambong tart heastward
and to the north in an effort to effect a
junction with Wheaton. It would ,eem
that the railroad ought to soon be in pos-
session of the United States forces from
Manila to Daguisan.

Purouit of liasurgentps.
The. second dispatch. which reports the

operations of Lawton, indicates a belief on
ti part of Otis that the insurgents have
been driven northwestward, off tile road to
Dayambong. That town is far to the
northeast of the country in which Lawton
is operating, and it seems to be the hope of
0tils that the insurgents have been pre-
v-nted front going to the mountain capital,
though, according to the maps in the War
1Department. no natural obstacles seem to
exist which would prevent them from
reaching Bayambung front the western
Country, where it is supposed they have
been driven.

tective as a wrecking Ship, If she canmanage to approach the wreck and lift off
the big turret guns it is believed that the
Jharleston can be floated, for the fact that

she has sunk so deeply in the water indi-
:ates that not much of a lit will be re-
guired to float her, The main source of

On the
reorganization of the volunteer army for
service in the Philippines. he was appoint-ed in July, 1M09. first lieutenant of the 34thVolunteer Infantry, and assisted in recruit-ing for that regiment at Albtquerque, N
M. He accompanied his regiment to th.-Philippines, arriving there early in October,and was actively engaged in th, fitil,. first
as battalion adjutant and afterward as anaid on the staff of Gen. Lawton. It waswhile acting in this latte capacity that h-
met his death.
